In the world of production 
the same chaos, congestion and 
waste existed. There were two 
hundred and eighty-seven styles 
of motor tires, five hundred and 
eighty-nine kinds of disc harrows 
and six thousand variations of 
the poor, simple, pocket knife. 
‘From the cradle to the grave the 
American consumer has _ been 
given a demoralizing freedom of 
choice.
